— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 5 c/f the Sugar and 
Gur Control Order, 1950, the Central Government is pleased to direct that with 
effect from the date of this notification no person shall transport or offer or 
accept for transport, whether by rail, road or water, any sugar produced by a 
vacuum pan process from any place outside the States specified in the schedule 
hereunder printed to any place in any of those States or from any place in any one 
of those States to any place in any other of those States, except under: 

(a) a special permit Issued by the Central Government or any person 

authorised by It in this behalf; or 

(b) a Military Credit Note. 

Provided that nothing In this Notification shall apply to the transport of any 
such sugar not exceeding one seer as part of the personal luggage of a bona fide 
traveller.
